The show of Aberdeen-Angus 
at the Eastern States Exposition 
was one of the greatest ever seen 
at the show. Ninety-five animals 
were entered and, while this num- 
ber is not as large as last year, 
the quality of the show was even 
better. Three Ohio herds came 
east to battle with three from 
Connecticut, two from Massachu- 
setts, and one each from New | by - 
York, Maine and Pennsylvania. This great show is one to whic 
the eyes of the entire East and particularly the New England states 
yre turned each year for their inspiration and incentive in the pro- 
juction of better animals, and it is particularly gratifying to men 
aterested in this great breed to see eastern herds well up in the 
money and eastern bred cattle winning against imported and corn 
belt bred Aberdeen-Angus. It has been but a few years since the 
total herds of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus in New England could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand, and when new breeders make 
a showing such as they did at Springfield, it 
will be but a few years until many of them will 
be heard from in the shows farther west. 

Chio carried away the majority of the 
championships, but not without serious compe- 
tition from the eastern herds. 

The Peer 2d, Caldwell’s great two-year-old, 
looked better than ever and had no difficulty 
in winning his class and later the senior cham- 
pionship. He is a bull of wonderful conforma- 
tion and style that carries an abundance of 
weight and is smooth as an apple. He had 
things his own way from start to finish, defeat- 
ing E. G. Little’s junior champion Eyden for 
the grand championship. 

The senior yearling bulls were a strong 
class and Mr. Little’s Eyden probably never 
looked better. He was preferred by the judge 
because of his masculinity and short legged 
beefiness of form. Hilldale Peer is improving 
rapidly on the circuit and should be heard from 
at Chicago. He was a bit high on his legs to 
suit the judge, however, as was the smooth 
ribbon-like Ephemera’s Boy that came third. 
This bay state bull might have stood consider- 
ably higher had he carried more flesh. 

Parlee led the junior yearlings, winning 
over the Burnham entry because of his com- 
pactness and nearness to the ground while the 
Carpenter & Ross Earlwood of Maxwalton 
looked better. He was preferred by the judge

Much interest centered in the two-year-old 
class, where Proud Eve succeeded in avenging 
her defeat at the hands of Olga of White River 
last week. The Eckardt heifer is not so large 
as her rival, but extremely typey and sweet, 
and the judge insisted on type. Little won 
third on Alexia while Twin Burn Blackbird 
18th was fourth for Fancher. 

The eight senior yearlings were led by the 
two Caldwell heifers that have been undefeated 
this year. Again the Blackcap won over the 
Blackbird, while third went to the Little entry. 
Wilson’s Pride Lady followed by an imported 
heifer from the C. & R. string. This was an 
excellent class and the heifer that stocd at the 
foot would not look out of place in any show 
ring. 

The large class of junior yearlings was led 
by another of those good Caldwell Prides, while 
the small, but sweet Erica of Ardson won sec- 
ond for Eckardt.

So many pure bred animals, both 
male and female, of inferior indi- 
vidual merit have been sold to 
young or unsophisticated breeders 
that the general opinion of the reg- 
istred animal is not as high as it 
: should be. Numbers of calves 
which would not have been considered in the general run of herds 
have been sold for service on the strength of an attractive pedigree. 
It is not surprising that the run of cattlemen have referred to the 
pure bred men as breeders of “fancy” cattle, or that they have made 
slighting remarks about the pedigree. If one-half of the pure bred 
animals sold for farm or ranch purposes had been unsexed, public 
respect for the pure bred would have been at a high point, and the 
values of pure bred stock far above present levels. 

“A case in point can be found in the Clydesdale horses standing 
for public service in Scotland. Only a few over 300 such animals 
are registered for service, while thousands of colts eligible through 
pedigree are foaled each year. The selection is so rigid that prices 
of $5,000 to $15,000 per head are considered normal, while record 
prices of $35,000 to $47,500 have been paid. Of course, no one wants 
prices so high that the individual stockman cannot use a pure bred 
sire but on the other hand it is necessary that all of the weeds be 
culled from the pure bred business. It is the belief of the com- 
mittee that such results could be obtained if a more rigid degree of 
selection on the part of breeders of pure bred stock was practiced. 

“The situation in the breeding of sheep is not so serious, al- 
though much can be done in the way of increasing uniformity and 
in improving the natural flesh of the lambs and yearlings coming 
to market.

The feeder buying well-bred 
cattle on the market must 
meet packer competition as 
well as that of other feeders, ; 
but the feeder buying scrub cattle has the competition of only a few 
of his own kind. It is even more important that the producer and 
breeder of beef cattle make a profit than the feeder, since the pro- 
ducer is fundamental to the feeder’s operations. : 

“Unless the kind of cattle are produced that will meet the de- 
mands of the best trade as evidenced by the price paid, it is only a 
matter of time until the beef industry completely disappears. Dur- 
ing the war and the first year thereafter, feed prices were so high 
and the demand for cattle was so great, that many men permitted 
the abnormalities of four years to obscure the lessons of a century 
and a half; that is, the lessons that the best bred cattle most nearly 
meet the trade demand year in and year out, that they convert feed 
most economically into beef, and that they are most closely related 
to a progressive agriculture. Such men decided that because feed 
prices were out of line, it did not pay to expend large sums for the 
tight kind of pure-bred sires and well-bred feeders» Such a conclu- 
sion was wholly illogical as the basis of a farming practice, and the 
temporary nature of the condition has already been demonstrated 
dy the readjustment of prices of feeding stuffs, feeding cattle and 
breeding cattle. 

“Much of the blame for this idea attaches to the breeders of 
pure bred heef cattle. Tf more care had been taken in the past in

still on them, the needs of the 
trade would be more nearly 
satisfied and the prices re- 
ceived by the producer would be more satisfactory. 

“The situation in hog breeding is somewhat disorganized, due 
to a confusion of ideas as to the proper type to produce, but in 
general hog breeders are more uniformly believers in the use of 
pure berd sires than are the breeders of the other two classes of 
stock. The rise in the price of feeds during the last few years and 
the consequent demand for a hog better adapted for the utilization 
of farm roughages has brought about the development of the so- 
called big type hg. This hog seems to be well adapted to the pur- 
pose for which it was originally developed, but only in respect to 
its relatively low yield of lard does it seem adapted to the present 
day pork trade, and there are members of the institute who may 
differ in opinion as to whether this is an advantage or a disadvan- 
tage. It does seem possible to encourage the production of the type 
of butcher hog which has been found most nearly to meet the pack- 
er needs, hence the work of the committee has been directed along 
these lines. 

“It would seem that packer hog buyers can do a great deal to 
encourage the production of the proper type of hog by paying a 
little more attention to uniformity within the loads that they buy. 
It is thoroughly laudable to set as a standard of efficiency the buy-

The new cattle barn is fully equipped with 
modern conveniences, such as good, airy 
sleeping quarters, cots, mattresses, a special 
wash room with both bowls and shower 
baths, where after a hard day’s work in the 
show ring the herdsman can go and clean 
up and spend a night in comfort. “The best 
place we have ever shown,” was the com- 
ment of several of the herdsmen. 


The different classes were all well filled 
with the exception of the aged, two-year- 
olds and senior yearling bull classes. Pride 
2nd of Page, shown by the Hartley Stock 
Farm, was made senior and grand champion 
over last year’s grand champion, Ensign of 
Page, shown by Fay Bros., of New Rich- 
mond, Wisconsin.

This necessity for a rigorous examination 
as to quality standards is all the greater 
for all our pedigree breeds in view of the 
evident slackening off of values which was 
experienced at the sales last spring. It is 
true that so far as top prices were con- 
cerned, the Aberdeen-Angus breeders had 
not much to complain of, seeing that the 
three best individual prices at the Spring 
Bull Sales were made by animals of that 
reed. 
. At the same time there was a far too plen- 
tiful supply of “third-raters,” and this made 
for disappointing results to all concerned. 
In “piping times” when there is an almost 
unbounded demand, the market can swallow 
a certain amount of this—shall we call it— 
“refuse,” without very serious effects on 
the immediate monetary results, though even 
then the general interests of any breed are 
apt to be adversely affected. But with a 
market of less absorbing properties, it is a 
suicidal policy to overload it with what our 
old friend John Cran would have character- 
ized as “rubbidge.” We know of notable 
examples of faithfulness to breed ideals— 
we have in our mind as we write a breeder 
who refused to place on offer certain ani- 
mals of a particular and very scarce line 
of breeding simply because he considered 
these specimens were not good enough to do 
credit to the family they represented, or to 
his name as a breeder. Several of these 
animals found their way to the butcher, even 
though the would-be purchaser pleaded for 
them at very high prices. This is being 
true to the breed interests; it involves sac- 
vifice at times as work in any great cause 
invariably demands, but that is the true 
way towards real and lasting success. It is 
not, however, sufficient that this policy 
should be pursued in one or two isolated 
cases; it is a policy that should be made 
applicable to the breeding of pedigree cat- 
tle generally, though we quite recognize the 
difficulty, the seeming impossibillity of get- 
ting this policy applied all round. 
To the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in those great countries beyond the seas 
to which from its cradle home in the north- 


eastern corner of Scotland the breed has’ 


penetrated, we make a special appeal, for 
to them there are opportunities vaster far 
than for the “home” breeders for doing 
some spade work on behalf of the breed. 
0 those of us who at times contemplate 


the spread of the breed to the four corners 
of the earth during the last forty odd years, 
it is a real delight to think of the vigorcus 
organizations that are at work in the cause 
of breed promotion. But after all some- 
thing more is required than vigorous organ- 
izations and enthusiastic officials—it re- 
quires the whole-hearted, united effort of 
every lover of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The 
sphere of influence of every official, be he 
ever so ardent to aid in breed development, 
must of necessity be circumscribed, but just 
fancy what could be done if each breeder 
carried on a campaign for the breed, and 
tried to win recruits in every circle open to 
his individual personal contact! The cut- 
look for the breed could be revolutionized 
throughout the great countries of the world 
within a very short space of time. It is an 
object worth taking part in; it is an object 
worth achieving, and we feel assured it can 
be brought about if it be taken in hand in 
a co-operative manner. Let there be a great 
world-wide Aberdeen-Angus rally; let it be 
realized that equaily in Britain, in the Amer- 
icas, in Africa, in New Zealand and in Aus- 
tralia, the forwarding of Aberdeen-Angus 
interests can and ought to form a field for 
common work; let that work be taken up 
heartily, and in a very short time even those 
wildest “dreams” will be brought within the 
realm of the practical, and become accomp- 
lished facts. It is a goal worth striving 
after; it is a goal possible of attainment if 
we all do what in us lies to bring it about. 
Let breeders be faithful to the best interests 
of their breed; let them do collectively and 
individually in their various spheres some- 
thing to promote its welfare amongst others, 
and let them keep in touch with the officials 
of their organizations who we are sure will 
all be only too pleased to have the benefit 
of their advice begotten of practical experi- 
ence, and we can then contemplate the fu- 
ture with confidence, assured that the for- 
tunes of the breed will go forward and still 
forward in a world-wide growth which will 
place it in the very van of the breeds of 
beef-producing cattle.

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ANOTHER STEP ABREAST OF THE TIMEs; 
OF INTEREST TO BREEDERS GENERALLY. 


It has been the ambition of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal to 
keep abreast of the times. To seek out new channels for the ad- 
vancement of the breed and to everlastingly be on the job to the 
best interests of this splendid breed of cattle. With this object in 
view we have decided to lead out in a new way. A new avenue or 
outlet is sought for our surplus cattle and this is the way we pro- 
pose to meet the breeders in an effort to move these cattle, pos- 
sibly not in great volumes immediately, but to create a demand for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle throughout the land.

Money is a little close, traveling expenses high, 
and the combined two have made the advertising rate almost pro- 
hibitive so far as the average herd of the country has been concern- 
ed. It should not be necessary for a traveling representative to call 
upon a breeder to solicit a card advertisement. Every breeder in the 
land is capable of supplying sufficient data to enable the office to 
arrange a first class appearing advertisement. We believe. that 
you as a breeder, will agree to this analysis. We are staking our 
future upon the plan working out satisfactorily and to the best in- 
terests of all concerned. After mature reflection the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal has decided to withdraw its free field service and 
give the breeders the benefit of the saving. Therefore beginning 
with the October 17th issue all advertising matter of whatever na- 
ture will be accepted on a flat rate of $3.00 per inch single column 
measure. This is a reduction of better than one-third. x 

This arrangement will enable every herd in the country to carry 
at least a one-inch card—as soon as these cards are placed our breed 
will present a solid front which will appeal to the man who is wav- 
ering as to what breed to take up and will strengthen the faith of 
the man who has decided to enter the ranks of the Doddie breeders. 
All contracts now in force will receive the benefit of this reduction 
from the date mentioned. 

Mr. Breeder, you are requested to think this matter over right 
now, prepare your copy and send it to the office by return mail. 
Let us see whether or not you really have faith in the possibilities 
of the breed. This plan is but another step forward in our attempt 
to serve the breed.

Blow to Agriculture—Death of Mr. Penny, Skillymarno, 


Agricultural interests the world over have received a tremen- _ 
dous blow by the death, which we deeply regret to announce, of Mr, 
Charles Penny of Skillymarno, Strichen. After a short illness, dur. ~ 


ing which Mr. Penny was removed to a nursing home in Aberdeen, 
the end came suddenly yesterday. By his removal the agricultural 
community, both at home and abroad, have sustained an irreparable 


loss, and breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle will mourn the loss of — 


one of their most prominent and highly respected colleagues. 

A native of New Leeds, in the Buchan district, Mr. Penny was 
educated at Robert Gordon’s College, Aberdeen, and on finishing 
his education there he went to Bolivia where for several years he 
was associated with his brother, Mr. Andrew Penny, in the tin min- 
ing industry. Returning in 1905 he took up farming and laid the 
foundation of his afterwards famous herd at Skillymarno, in the 
heart of the old Buchan territory, where a predecessor of his was 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle 50 years ago, and from which he 
sent forward entries for the second volume of the Herd Book. Con- 


fining his attention to the aristocrats of the breed, Mr. Penny, as ~ 


he himself said, derived very great pleasure in promoting and fos- 
tering the interests of the beautiful blackskins. In common with 


most other breeders, he had his disappointments, but these were — 


far outweighed by the pleasure, and his share of successes in the 
show and sale rings encouraged him to identify himself more and 
more with the welfare of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and partic- 
ularly to make Aberdeen the center of the transactions of the breed. 

In 1920 Mr. Penny had the enviable distinction of sending to 
the Aberdeen spring show and sale the champion bull Black Idol, 
which sold for 3000 guineas—the record price for the breed at a 
public sale. In 1918 he created a record when he acquired for £1400 
the female Eilianach at Perth spring show and sale. 

Mr. Penny was President of the Aberdeen Fat Stock Club, to 
which institution he was the donor of a silver challenge cup. Al 
though he was one of the most prominent men in the Aberdeen-An- 
gus world, he was nevertheless a most enthusiastic supporter of 
local agricultural shows, at many of which he competed successfully 
with his Skillymarno-bred animals. As a judge his services were 
in universal demand. 

A year has yet barely passed since; at a memorable meeting of 
agriculturists in Aberdeen, Mr. Penny was honoured by his fellow- 
breeders in recognition of the spirit of abounding enterprise with 
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Aberdeen- Angus Breeders’ Associations of the World

which he laid the foundation of what is now 
one of the classic herds of the “Doddies.” 
About 200 breeders, representative of the 
Kingdom, the Colonies, and foreign inter- 
ests, joined then in entertaining him at din- 
ner in the Paiace Hotel, Aberdeen. On that 
occasion, it will be recalled, he was compli- 
mented on his then recent successes. Mr. J. 
J. Cridlan, Maisemore, Gloucestershire, pro- 
posed the toast of the health of Mr. Penny, 
and in doing so recalled how, in 1913, Mr. 
Penny purchased that good bull, Prince of 
Messina, by the great breeding bull Prince 
of the Wassail, and in 1917 that very fine 
bull, Jovial Eric, and by other purchases 
both males and females he put his herd in 
the very highest position. He also went 
down to Darlington and brought away from 
England a great Georgina at 1900 guineas 
and by buying animals of that description 
which had secured success after success, Mr. 
Penny had obtained a leading position in the 
historv of the breed. There was another 
characteristic which appealed to all and that 
was Mr. Penny’s habitual kindness. In oth- 
er compliments which were paid to Mr. 
Penny, he was described as a tower of 
strength to the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle So- 
ciety, and one of the pillars of the breed. 

Mr. Penny’s affable and unostentatious 
manner and kindly disposition endeared him 
to all who had the privilege of his acquaint- 
ance and won for him a high place in the 
esteem of farmers and breeders throughout 
the country. In the passing of Mr. Penny 
the Buchan district has lost one of its great- 
est sons and the agricultural industry is be- 
reft of one who brought honor to its name.— 
Banffshire Journal, Sept. 6, 1921.

William McCombie of Tillyfour and 


the Aberdeen-Angus— By Robert C. Auld

As to the character of these earlier prize winners 
there seems to be unfortunately no records, else the 
late Dr. Alexander Ramsay, while collecting the data 
relating to them wo have indicated in the list 
which he gives in the Appendix to his History of the 
Highland Society. Latterly we may assume the cattle 
were of the polled sort. It may be quite true that up 
to the time of say 1830, tne ‘‘great bulk of the cattle 
were black horned in Strathardle, Glenshee and Glen- 
isla on the northeast border of Perth and west of 
Forfarshire during the second and third decades of 
the century.” (North British Agriculturist). But 
it is also equally true that there were enough of the 
polled to constitute a distinct variety; which is 
proved by their presence in the parish of Bendochy, 
on the borders of Perth and Forfarshire, as recorded 
by Rev. James Playbair, in his report of that parish 
furnished to Sir John Sinclair, 1797, the statistical 
account of Scotland. (Vol. XIX, p. 353). 

As illustrating the combination of Forfarshire the 
occurrence in Glenisla, McCombie’s old county of foun- 
dation polled stock, take the instance of ‘‘Milly 1126, 
bred by Messrs. Ferguson, Millhill, the property of the 
Earl of Airlie, K. T.; got by Pioneer 326, dam of 
a pure Angus cow bred by the late Mr. Shaw, Glen- 
isla.”’ (Vol. III, Polled Herd Book. Pioneer 326, was 
of Ardestie breeding, tracing twice to Panmure and to 
Keillor Pet of the same foundation as the Ericas, 
Jilts and Ruths) and once to Earl o’Buchan, both of 
Aberdeenshire extraction. Milly has as produce 
Madge, calved February, 1870, by Baronet of Leys 
419, being bred by Earl of Airlie. I do not know if 
any descendants of Madge appear in subsequent vol- 
umes of the Herd Book, but the breeding of 
Baronet of Leys is here instructive. He was 
calved 1868, bred by Sir James Burnett, Bart., of 
Leys, the property of William Whyte, Spott; got by 
Sir James 369, dam Mary of Auchlossan, bred by 
Harry Shaw Bogfern, Leochel Cushnie, Aberdeen- 
shire—the breeder of the famous Ballindalloch Sybil 
and other noted prize winners. 

Sir James was calved in 1864, bred by William 
McCombie, M. P., the property of Robert Walker, 
Portlethen; got by Black Prince of Tillyfour 366; Sir 
James’ dam being given as Beauty 5, which as a 
round about method would show was synonymous 
(erroneously perhaps) with the dam of Emily 332— 
the source of Keillor Pet, the Ericas and the Ruths 
again. Here we have the old Glenisla family of Shaw, 
the Earl of Airlie, the Fergusons, Ardestie and Keilor, 
Leys, McCombie of Tillyfour, Auchlossan, the farm of 
Wm. Barclay, who was M.P. for Forfarshire, McCombie 
being Member for West Aberdeenshire, and the re- 
doubtable Harry Shaw (no connection with Shaw of 
Glenisla—unfortunately!), Bogfern, the breeder, how- 
ever of the famous Sybil of Ballindalloch 974, not 
forgetting Robert Walker, Portlethen, the oldest herd 
of record in the Herd Book. While the pedigree ac- 
cording to Aberdeen-Angus rule is of no special fam- 
ily, distinction in the direct female line, it has howev- 
er, much of the most famous blood of the breed through 
the side of the sires. The conjunction of the herds of 
the Leys and Tillyfour is interesting from the same 
standpoint—that the Burnetts were followers closely 
of Mr. McCombie’s system of blending the two breeds, 
the Aberdeen and the Angus, by means of which the 
modern breed was to be established. But the most 
interesting fact of all is that in this pedigree we have 
it starting in Glenisla, coming in contact with Airlie, 
and linking itself up with McCombie of Tillyfour, 
thus reaching from the old homeland of the family 
in Forfarshire to its new in Aberdeenshire. Few 


pedigrees show so many points of individual interest

as far as breeders could make a pedigree interesti; 
in the connection in which we are writing, * 

Though Milly is a modern instance, yet she is th 
product of a herd that must have been one of a 
first in Glenisla of the Polled Angus breed, Shaw a 
Glenisla of course, does not have any entries jp 
Vol. I of the Herd Book but H. Shaw, Bogfern has and 
all the rest with the exception of Auchlossan, Ang this 
recalls the mention of Mr. Dalgairns, Inglistop in 
the Glamis district as a winner at the local shows 
of H. & A. S. premiums, and he of course wags not 
only a First Volume breeder, but one of Particular 
note, a contributor to not only Polled breeders, but 
to the Shorthorn herd at Keillor and elsewhere, 

It is particularly interesting to note the names of 
the winners of these Highland Society’s prizes jn the 
region of the Aberdeen-Angus, extending from Perth. 
shire and east and north; thence to Inverness, where 
we note in the Aviemore district the name of Ballip. 
tomb, and Ballimore, in 1795; in 1799 in the Caith. 
ness and Sutherland district, Captain Sutherland, of 
Uppat Golspie, who gained in 1786 “the first premium 
ever offered by the Society for cattle at maturity’ 
ten guineas to the farmer drawing the highest price 
for three-year-old Scots (See Hist. H. and A. §,, D. 
106). 


Then in 1802 we find Huntly district comes to the 
front, where the first and second premiums were 
awarded to the Marquis of Huntly, the first prize 
winner being a “branded bull of the Galloway 
breed’’—which may have been a courtesy title for g 
polled native. In the Kincardine O’Neill district in 
which Tough and Tillyfour was recognized as con- 
tributory, we find the name of James Milner, Car- 
naveron, in Leochel. ‘‘Captain Barclay of the Vale 
of Alford’—he being at the same time tenant in 
Tillyriach, this outlying farm and grazing becoming 
absorbed in the farm of Tillyfour by William latter- 
ly, Milner’s house and steading being pulled down 
and the stones carted away for building elsewhere. 
It was on this very Tillyriach the present Marquis 
of Huntly, grandson of the one above mentioned and 
son of the one mentioned below, found his way to 
inspect the Tillyfour cattle that were to be sold at 
one of McCombie’s sales (1878). I accompanied him 
to give particulars of the cattle. 

He was the son of the Marquis who presided at 
the dinner given to Mr. McCombie to celebrate his great 
Poissy, 1862 victory. Again in 1803, the Marquis was

Thain, Drumblair third. In Kincardine, O’Neill 
district, again, John Innes, Durris was second, Rev. 
Mr. Farquharson, Coldstone, second and James Milner 
third.

In 1818 in the Alford district again we find Rev. Dr. 


George Forbes, Strathdon, and the farms of Nether 

Mains of Monymusk, Park of Cluny, Bucharn (Bal- 

quharn), and the Rev. Mr. Forqubersen, minister of 

the parish and likely the famed F. R. Ss. Ballintomb 
again occurs in its district and again Major Forbes 

MacKenzie of Fodderty, first for bulls and heifers, in 

Ross and Cromarty. In the Upper district of Aber- 

deenshire we note the names of Geo. Watsvn, Brae- 

mar, Mr. Lamond, Strathmore, later of Pitmurchie, 
and Peter Leslie, Corse. This Mr. Lamond is known 
to have been a breeder of the black polied at the end 
of the previvus century, his daughter marrying the 

Rev. Charles (after Dr.) McCombie, laird of Tillyfour 

and minister of Lumphanan, in which Piimurchie was 

located. In 1819 in Strathdon, come the names of 

Farmton (Lynturk), Meikle Endovie, Balquharn; and 

in the Upper District of Aberdeenshire, John Ross, 

Wester Couil, whose name appears as one of William 

of Tillyfour’s early customers for a polled bull. He 

vained Ist, 2d going for heifers‘to Rev. Mr. Brown, al- 
so of Couil, whose name occurs in the social life of Wil- 
liam; and appears the following year as the winner 
of first for heiiers, among other local celebrities, and 
avain in 1€21, In 1822 in Strathdean and Strath- 
nairn occurs the name of Captain Aneas Macpherson, 
as winner of second for heifers, he being the winner 
of second prize for cows at the 1836 Inverness show, 
his exhibit being bred by James Walker, Wester Fin- 
tray, Aberdeen-shire. Again there is a _ western 
swing but in 1825 comes Major Forbes Mackenzie, of 

Fodderty, in Rosshire; and in Morayshire the farm 
of Burnside is mentioned. In the Lower District of 
Banfishire appears Major Tayler, Mains of Rothie- 
may, who is first for heifers next year, amid good 
company. Once more, in 1§27, Major Forbes Macken- 
zie is an exhibitor winning this time second for heif- 
ers. In Morayshire comes George Taylor, Ardgay, and 
in the Lower district of Banffshire William Robin- 
son, Kirksside (of Corskie fame); and Major Tayler, 
Rothiemay. In the Eastern District of Forfarshire 
oceurs in the year 1827 the name of Wm. Mustard, 
Fithie. In Kincardineshire appear familiar names 
among them Roktert Thom, Castleton of Moneydynes. 
In Strathdon again we have ‘‘Mr. Lamont of Pit- 
murchie” and John Grassick, Mains of Glenbucket; a 
later national exhibitor. In Buchan appears the name 
of Mr. Dingwall of Brucklay a weil known polled 
name; and then we have ‘Mrs. Bennet, Mains of 
Crichie” that reminds us of the Williamsons. In 1829, 
in the Eastern District of Forfarshire appear the 
names of Th_mas Collier, the Hon. William Maue of 
Panmure, M. P. William Mustard, and Alex. Bowie, 
Mains of Kelly. In 1830 in Strathdon is the name 
of Alex. Ross, Oldtown (Tarland); and, in Buchan, 
Ferguson Simpson, Mains of Pitfour, who may have 
been then brecding Polled as well as Shorth.rns—as 
others were. In 1£32 in Eastern Forfarshire we have 
the name of Robert Scott, Balwyllo; and in Fetter- 
cairn, Kincardineshire, that of Robert Findlay, Bal- 
main, a most noted early exhibitor of Polled Aber- 
deens at the Highland. 

We find next year, 1833, Robert Find ay, again 
winner of first prize for bulls; and in Strathdon, 
the name of Mrs. McCombie, East-town, Tarland. 
In Buchan there are such names as Haddo, Mains of 
Pitfour and Middlet-n of Rora and Hutchison, a 
breeder of the Polled and Shorthorns. In Moray and 
Nairn, 1888, is the name of Dandaleith, and also that 
of Ardgay; and in Turriff, that of Alex. Keith, 
Netherthird, a noted breeder of Aberdeenshire Horned 
and Polled as also that of Robert Walker, Montblet- 
ton, and of Col. Geo. G. Robinson, a winner at the 
Inverness show of 1831. Then in 1835 comes the 
famous Garioch district with the names of James 
Robb, Bructor, from whom Mr. McCombie purchased 
prizé steers; James Cooper, Hillbrae, breeder of Earl 
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o’Buchan, and James Stephen, Cong‘ass, a _ noted 


feeder of champion fat steers. 

At this 1835 show one of the judges was George 
Stoddart, Culter-Cullen, who died in 1879 at the age 
of 97. He had teen farm manager for Dr. Anderson 
in Monkshill, (author of the 1794 county report) ; and 
became a noted cattle dealer of ‘“Bovinus nigrum 
homy.”’ fame, and William Hay Sethin. He was the 
purchaser of Jerry, popularly ‘the first Shorthorn 
to cross the dee’’ having been purchased by him of 
Mr. Rennie at Phantassie’s sale of 1827—but speci- 
mens of the breed, known at Teeswater had been in 
the county previously. He was the owner of the first 
great Shorthorn herd in Aberdeenshire, though he 
was preceded by Ferguson Simpson, exhibitor of the 
great Shorthorn Buchan Hero, that won first as a 
yearling in 1840 at Aberdeen, and created a sensation 
the following year by beating all the seniors at Ber- 
wick. In 1&36 at Inveravon ‘George Macpherson 
Grant”’ gains the Honorary si.ver medal for the best 
bull. And again at Garioch appears John Robb, Bruc- 
tor and Jamcs Stephen Conglass, being winners of the 
second prizes respectively for bulls and heifers. As 
the centenary history of the Garioch Farmer Club 
informs us the premiums given in 1835 at the show 
by H. and A. S.; and as the club was concentrating 
its encouragement on the Horned, and there was no 
necessity for the national society to duplicate these 
prices, it is likey that the prizes recorded as having 
been given by the society to the club in 1887 (they 
were given every second year) were also for the 
Polled. In 1§88 there is no record of prizes given 
by the*-Highland, but Turriff appears as having premi- 
ums provided for its show. In 1888 the Centenary 
History of the cluks informs us for instance that 
“Mr. Gordon .f Newton (who had won first prizes 
for the best bull and for the best stot at the 1811 
show, p. 27) took first place in a class of thirty-six 
polled cows, while Mr. Walker (Robert, of Wester 
Fintray won prizes with representatives of all the 
three brecds, that is the Aberdeen Horned, Shorthorns 
and crosses, and Akerdeen Polled. This show of the 
club marked the point of decline of the Horned breed ; 
after that the Polled rose in the ascendant. The 
auth_ress on the same page on which she records this 
fact says, ‘The decline of the Aberdeenshire Horned, 
the rise and fall of the polled and the gradual gaining 
of the ascendancy by the Shorthorn (in the district 
A.) can ke distinctly traced in the annals of the 
Garioch Farmer C.ub.” In 1840, the national society 
seems to have overlooked its biennial rule for it gives 
premiums to the club; but the names are unfamiliar 
to polled breeders. 

The History of the club has only very meagre de- 
tails as to the subsequent years. In 1855 no prizes 
were cffered for the Horned breed, and it ‘“‘passes’’. 
There was a class for pairs of polled heifers; while 
the Shorthorn had c’asses for bulls, heifers, cross 
cows and heifers. Then “the Shorthorn men had it 
pretty well their own way for the next twenty years,” 
at the show herds of note being that of Wester Fin- 
tray which had supplied Sittyton with a foundation 
matron. In 1878 “the tide turned” and the blacks 
outnumkered the Shorthorns, a state of things that 
continued up til 1890. But during this period though 
the blacks outnumbered the Shorthorns, yet it was 
always the latter that won the championship prize, 
with the excepticn of the year 1886 when the honor 
then went to that “outstanding specimen of the polls” 


Waterside Matilda II, bred and exhibited by George 
Wilken, Waterside of Forbes, she being sired by my 
Knight of the Shire, which bull I had named, and 
indeed was responsible for his begetting having mated 
his sire and dam. She “retired from the show field un- 
beaten as a female, having only once been beaten by 
a bull, and he the great Cash 4588” a bull of the 
Ballindalloch Lady Fanny family the foundress of 
which Lady Fanny 971 by King Charles, grandson of 
Kate 12, bred at Tillyfour by Monarch 44 by Pan- 
mure 51, whose dam was a Buchan humlie. 

Again Glenisla district appears and the names 
among others of Glammis and Hatton and particularly 
of Mr. Dalgairns, Ingliston, the breeder of Young 
Charlotte, exhibited by Mr. McCombie at Edinburgh, 
in 1848, making a sensation. In the same year in 
the Formartine district of Aberdeenshire are the names 
of the Marrs, who were early breeders of the Polled. 
In Inveraven, ete., in 1840, appears the name of Min- 
more, and in Stirlingshire that of Major Ramsay 
of Barnton, whose name appears in a Tillyfour sale 
catalogue, 1857, as the breeder of heifers of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed. Inveraven keeps up its record 
the following year and in Formartine we find the 
names of James Walker, Wester Fintray, John Ron- 
aldson, Bogfechel, John Marr, Meikle Cairnbrogie, 
and Alex. Watt, Rannieston. These lists afford ex- 
cellent lessons in the geography of the Polled. 

In the Coupar-Angus district is the name of Ballu- 
nie and Baldownie, Angus and Shorthorn seats. In 
Banchory are the names of the notable Duncan David- 
son of Inchmarlo, and the farm of Hattonburn of 
Leys. In 1841 too in Bannfshire we have again Col. 
George G. Robinson, Banff; and in Strathdon, Gras- 
sick and Ross. In Formartine next year (1842) come 
the Marrs, and James Wa.ker, Wester Fintray. In 
Turriff we have as winners in the bulls, Alex. Ron- 
aldson, Little Gigth and Alex Keith, Netherthird, and 
also George Garden Robinson, Corskie. 

In 1843 we find as exhibiting in the Turriff district, 
Alex. Keith, and John Barclay, Yonderton. In Ban- 
chory-Ternan, Kincardineshire, appears the great name 
of Sir Thomas Burnett of Leys Bart.; and in Car- 
gill, Coupar-Angus, very late in the story, that of 
Hugh Watson, Keillor. In Banffshire comes again 
Major Tayler, Rothiemay, and in Strathdon, Grassick. 
In Alford in 1844 the remarkable name is that of F. 
Taylor, Wellhouse, the owner of Panmure 51. Alex. 
Farquharson, Asioun, and George Mitchell, Auchna- 
gathle first a Polled then a Shorthorn breeder. In 
1845 at Banchory-Ternan, the great Sir Thomas Bur- 
nett is forward again and Wm. Thom, Netherpark. 
In Strathdon John Grassick wins the honorary silver 
medal for bulls; while the name of George Watson 
recurs. At last in 1846 we find Mr. McCombie as an 
exhibitor in the Tullynessle district show, winning 
first prize for bulls, which may have been Monarch 
44. In Moray and Nairn, Sir George Macpherson 
Grant is second for bulls; in this same year as that 
in which Mr. McCombie’s name appears; and Dan- 
daleith is third for heifers. And that ends the re- 
cord as far as Dr. Ramsay has carried it, of these 
local awards by the Highland Society, which offer a 
rich field for research, that if followed might yield 
valuable information as to the character of the breed 
and of the exhibitors. This appendix is really a gol- 
den list of the founders of the breeds and is worth 
careful scrutiny by any who might be able to throw 
more light on identity and character of the animals

or breeds exhibited. In this enumeration it may have 
been noted that there is no mention of the name of 
Robert Walker of Portlethen, at the shows at which 
the H. & A. S&. appropriated premiums. 

The record has been carried as far as Mr.Ramsay 
has given it so as not to break the continuity by the 
introduction of a part later in our story. It gives the 
*“Who’s Who” of the early breeders. 

These dates bring us to an interesting period—the 
initiation of the national shows of the Society at 
Edinburgh in 1822, when there were four classes es- 
tablished for the encouragement of “‘each of the four 
most approved breeds of black cattle.’”” But in the 
aliocation of breeds into the various classes formed, 
we find Class I is for Shorthorns—strangely included 
as ‘‘one of the four breeds of black cattle of the coun- 
try’’; Class II is for Aberdeenshire; Class III is for 
West Highlanders, Class IV is for the Angus, Fife, 
Galloway or any other breed, and Class V for those 
“showing the most symmetry, fat, or weight of any 
age or breed.” The prizes and classes were all for 
pairs of oxen except Class V which was for the 
best single “Ox’’—a champion class, so to speak. 
There were thus six named breeds of black cattle and 
not four ; for it could not be claimed, for instance that 
Class IV was for polled, though the Angus and Gallo- 
way are mentioned in it, for the Fife was at that time 
generally recognized and regarded as a Horned breed 
though there was also a Polled variety of that name. 
Neither could the Aberdeenshire breed of Class II, 
be regarded as apparently suggested by Mr. Ramsay 
in his ‘History’ as exclusively meant for the Aber- 
deenshire Horned, even though Mr. Rennie, younger 
of Phantassie exhibited Aberdeenshires, which ac- 
cording to Youatt reporting in 1834, he ‘‘used to pre- 
fer as fatteners to any of the Scotch cattle.’”? That 
word ‘used”’ is distinctly qualifying, and might mean 
that since he used to prefer the Horned, he might 
have later preferred such other sort of Aberdeenshires 
as might have proved themselves as good, as fatteners. 
For Youatt also mentions Mr. Robert Wa.ker in the 
next sentences as breeding, as we presume Youatt 
means—though he was not qualified to write from 
personal knowledge on the subject—also the Horned. 
Robert Walker as we find by a remark in Dr. Skene 
Keith’s General View of the County, was a native of 
Angusshire county, farm manager for Lord Kintore 
who certainly was a patron of the Horned to the extent 
of crossing them with the Shorthorn, or Teeswater bull, 
as his famous Kintore ox being a splendid example 
(See Jas. R. Barclay’s paper on The Old Aberdeen 
Horned Breed in the Transactions of the H. & A. S. 


S., 19.) that English breed was then styled; though ~ 


he also exhibited Polled breeding stock so late as 1&34 
at Aberdeen, where indeed his cow was the third cow 
of the Polled breed to win in the senior class of the 
national show—the earliest date the show could have 
been held, at Aberdeen. The first cow to be men- 
tioned in this connection—-(see History of the Breed 
List of “First Prize Mature Bulls and Cows at the 
Highland Society’s Shows’’)—was Old Grannie from 
Keillor at Perth in 1829, while the first bull was Old 
Jock also exhibited by Mr. Watson, there. The next 
show, intervening between the Perth and Aberdeen 
shows was in 1831 at Inverness where the second 
Polled bull and cow were Polled Aberdeenshires— 
the bull bred by Mr. Robinson, Mains of Eden, Banff, 
and exhibited by Peter Brown, Liknwood, Elgin, 
(Youatt mentions Mr. Brown as having sent to Smith- 
field market by steam vessels from Aberdeen sev- 
eral cattle which have recently been full fed particu- 
larly by him), who is also mentioned by Youatt, p. 
100, in the section dealing with Elgin, or Moray, 
where the Polled were quite in evidence, of the Aber- . 
deen stamp. This bull coming from the farm of Mr. 
fYCobinson, causes Mr. Ramsay to remark with assur- 
ance (p. 206, Hist. H. & A. S&.) that “This is the 
same gentleman who also held the farm of Corskie 
near Banff, on the estate of the Earl of Fife, so that 
this animal, the second Polled bull to carry a prize at 
the Highland Society’s show, may be held as belong- 
ing to the Corskie tribe of Polled Cattle.”

price, but it is possible to obtain these aver- 
ages by the purchase of extremely light 
hogs to counter-balance extremely heavy 
hogs, or to purchase hogs all of which run 
very close to the average. While at the end 
of the day it might make little diffenence to 
the provision or curing department as to 
which way the purchases have been made, 
it does make a difference to the man from 
whom the animals are bought. If in buying 
it is possible to say that a certain load 
brought a good price because it was uniform 
as well as having the right average weight, 
it encourages the producer to use sires that 
will uniformly produce the right kind. If, 
however, a fair price is paid for mixed hogs 
because they happen to average approxi- 
mately the same and because they will fit in 
with the rest of that day’s- purchases, no 
lesson is taught the producer as to what the 
packer’s needs are, and he is still in the 
dark as to the policy he should follow. The 
cattle and sheep buyers understand this pol- 
icy quite thoroughly, but the practice of sell- 
ing hogs in the form of cuts has obscured 
the matter in the minds of the average hog 
buyer. A little attention to this and a little 
commendation for uniform breeding and 
type will go a long way toward clarifying 
the packer relationship with the hog produc- 
er. 

“In order to focus attention on this 
matter of breeding, the committee has de- 
cided to offer cups and ribbons at the In- 
ternational Live Stock Show at Chicago, the 
American Royal Live Stock Show at 
Kansas City, the National Western Live 
Stock Show, Denver, and the Southwest Fat 
Stock Show at Denver and the Southwest 
Fat Stock Show at Fort Worth. These prizes 
are offered for the best bred loads of cattle, 
sheep and hogs at these shows. Compe- 
tition is not offered between breeds but 
within each breed, and for the breeds most 
strongly represented at each of these shows. 
At the Fort Worth show and the Interna- 
tional, ribbons are also offered for the best 
individual in each of these breeds shown by 
a member of a boys’ or girls’ club. It should 
be clearly understood that the term “best 
bred” signifies that the animal should 
show the highest degree of the standard 
characteristics, type, conformation and qual- 
ity of the breed specified as well as a high 
degree of uniformity among the different 
individual members of the carload. In order 
to make it a breeding prize, each exhibitor 
must furnish proof that the carload shown 
by him is the produce of one man’s herd or 
flock. The exhibitor need not be the breed- 
er, however. In order that feeder animals 
shall be on a footing with finished animals, 
amount of finish will be disregarded, as the 
prizes are intended to recognize the degree 
of breeding only. It is anticipated most of 
the animals will be grades of one of the pure 
breeds of live stock, but registered animals 
will be allowed to compete if they are exhib- 
ited and offered for slaughter or sale to the 
feed lot. In other words, the purpose of 
the prizes is to encourage the continued use 
of pure bred sires for market animals.
